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PATERNALISM AT THE FORD WORKS. 


The country was astounded a few months ago by the re- 


markable plan of profit sharing;, so called, adopted by the 
Ford Automobile company of Detroit, whereby the minimum 
of wasjes t obe paid Ihe'Tnen in the works was raised lo $5 a 
day,.lio matter if the job was nothing but floor sweeping. II 
was such a step as had never been taken before in this or any 
other country, and one which it was impossible for 
the 


public to completely understand. 
Whether it was a good 


thing or a bad thing was the subject of widespread discussion. 
That it' was not business was generally agreed. 


It develops now that there is a strong string of paternalism 


attached to this move on the part of th company, and the 
men are not to have ihe money to do .with entirely as they 
please. 
With the advanced wages comes a demand for 
a 


proper standard of living, the standard to be decided by the 
company and not by the men. 
Men with famalies are no 


longer permitted to take boarders or roomers, and single men 
must provide themselves with quarters and live in a mannei 
to meet the approbation of their employers. 


To a certain extent this may be a good thing. Many of the 


employes are foreigners and "they are to be taught American 
ways as rapidly as possible. 
Among other things a schoo: 


has been established in which they will be taught English, and 
no one can deny that this is an excellent thing. 


In order to see that the rules the company has established 


in the interest of what it considers decent living under the 
conditions which the present wage scale makes possible a 
large number of investigators have been appointed to look 
into the ways of living that prevail among the employes, am 
see that they are corrected when not up lo the standard se 
by the company. 


The company claims that its desire is to make good citizen 


of all its employes, and this in itself is commendable, but th 
question is whe'lher good citizens can be turned out median 
ically, as are autombiles. Personal liberty is essential to goot 
citizenship, and when the living of men and families is gov 
erned by outsiders as completely as if they were horses and 
cattle it is to be feared they may los esome of the stamnia 
and independence which are inseparable from the best citizen- 
ship. But all this is the Ford company's concern, and it only 
remains for the public to see how it works out.
